Safety Tip of the Week: Over- 
exposure to Cold: 

The greatest dangers to skiers, 
skaters and snowmobilers in. cold, 
windy, wet weather, are (1) hypo- 
thermia (a condition that occurs 
when your body loses heat faster 
than it can produce it) and (2) 
frostbite. , 

Symptoms of hypothermia are: 
uncontrollable shivering, slow, 
slurred speech, stumbling and 
severe drowsiness and unconscious- 
ness. 

Frostbite can be noticed by oth- 
ers before the victim is aware of 
any danger, The appearance of 
whitish areas on the fingers, toes, 
nose or ears with numbness and 
tingling, need first aid treatment, 

Immediate rewarming is essenti- 
al for both hypothermia and frost- 
bite, Attempt to rewarm the vic- 
tim by getting him out of cold 
temperatures. Cover him with 
blankets. If you are unsure of

WINTER’S HARDEST BLOWS 
IN NEXT FEW WEEKS 


The hardest blows of winter 
could come within the next few 
weeks, causing problenis for the 
motorist whose vehicle is not fully 
Prepared for winter’s severest 
tests. 

“Traffic tie-ups, stallea cars, 
abandoned vehicles and accidents 
are common sights during stormy 
Weather and are primarily the re- 
-Sult of inadequate vehicle care and 
faulty judgement in driving,” said 
Commissioner Arthur A, Stilphen 
of the Maine Department of Public 
Safety, 

Motorists are advised to check 
now on whether their vehicles will 
be able to “take it? when heavy 
snow falls and sleet storms lead 
to problem-driving, 

Batteries going “dead” and lights 
failing to work when needed should 
be corrected, said Stilphen, and 
defrosters unable to clear wind- 
shields adequately should be re- 
Paired, 

In addition, ignition, radiator, 
fan belts, spark plugs and other 
engine parts can be checked to de- 
termine whether they are working 
properly, Snow tires are advisable 
and reinforced tire chains are a 
must for severest conditions. 

“Motorists should not drive dur- 
ing severe winter storms; however, 
those who must travel should re- 
duce speed drastically, put on 
chains for needed traction, make 


sure the gas tank is full and Op-| 


erate with extra-ordinary care,”
